HARTFORD, Conn. — Chalienfiing 
each other at every turn, President 
Clinton and Bob Dole clashed over the 
role of the federal government Sunday 
night in a debate that offered the 
Republican challenger a prime-time 
opportunity to launch an October come- 
back. 

“I trust the people, the president 
trusts the government,”. Dole said in try- 
ing to cast the Democratic incumbent as 
a liberal hiding behind conservative 
election-year rhetoqc. Dole^pointedly- 
rectUled the prcsidem’.s 1994 health-care 
initiative “he wanted to impose on the 
/Mncrican people.” 

Clinton ignored the criticism of that

While Hinckley said mothers 
should remain at home to raise 
their children, he said he recog- 
nized many women cannot do so 
for economic reasons. 

“To you I say, do die very best 
you can. I hope that if you are 
employed full-time you are doing 
it to ensure that basic needs are 


met and not simply to indulge a 
taste for an elaborate home, 
fancy cars and other luxuries,” ho 
said. 

The church leader also 
upbraided husbands who “put on 
a fine face before the world dur- 
ing the day" and go home and 
abuse their ivives and children. 

“No man who engages In such 
evil and unbecoming behavior is 
worthy of the priesthood of God,” 
he said. “...If there be any such ’ 
—men within-thc'hearlng'of my — 
voice, as a servant of the Lord I 
rebuke you and call you to repen- 
tance.” 

In an afternoon address, Elder 
Richard G. Scott of 'the Quorum 
of the Twelve Apostles told hus- 
bands not to urge their wives into 
the workplace at the e.xpense of 
their diildrcn. 

“One of Satan’s most effective 
approaclics is to demean die role 
of wife and mothei^fifthe home,” 
Scott said. 

To wives, he said, “Tlie blessing 
of nurturing children and caring 
for a husband often is intermin- 
gled with many routine tasks. 
You do all these things willin^y 
because you are a woman. 

“Generally you have no idea of 
how truly wonderful and capable 
you arc ... or how de.sperately 
needed, for most men don’t tell 
you as completely and as often as 
needed.”

Rupert still collects trash by hand _ On the agenda -

Most cities in the Mini-Cassia 
area have converted to automat- 
ed collection systems that elimi- 
ntite the need ftir crews to dump 
tile 30-gallon cans m each home, 
instead, the larger 90-gallon 
garhage cans arie dumped weekly 
by one arm - the ami of an auto- 
mated garbage tnick, 

“Sure those trucks make the 
job ea.sicr, hut we would also lose 
the personal contact with the 
patrons \vh«’v« come to know tis 
and enjoy the services we pro- 
vide,” said Randy Tliomp.son, one 
^ of six full-time sanitation engi- 
neers who collect trash in Rupert 
neiglihorhoods. 

Co-worker Steven Hill said he 
also enjoys chatting with resi- 
dents and doesn’t want to see an 
automated .system come to lowm, 
‘Tve worked with similar sys- 
tems in the past, and I'd raiher 
see os stay the way wo are," Mill 
said. “I think it works better this 
wa.v, and dicre are less mechani- 
- cal problems to wnriy about." 

Three years ago, City Council 
members considered modifying 
the system but found the costs 
didn't justify the loss in personal 

bunua; ... 

"In looking at it, we found it 
wouldn’t be that much cheaper to ‘ 
use an automated .system and 
w'c’d lose something we really 
- need,. which is workers like these 
that take pride in Rupert and 
what they do,” said former 
Councilman Steve Porch. 

Porch said the council also was 
. concenied about the feasibility of 
bringing larger, automated trucks 
into Rupert. Low-hanging power 
lines and narrow alleyways less 
than 20 feet wide in some neigli- 
borhoods would make operating 
the trucks difficult. 

Since then, the council has 
abandoned the idea of moderniz- 
ing trash collection in Rupert, 
said Mayor Dwindle Allred. 

“We get a lot of compliments 
about our sanitation collection, 
and it’s hard to change something

In August, the council 
approved a S2.25-pcr-househoJd 
monthly increase for residential 
garbage collection. Th5 increase

With the increase, Rupen resi- 
dents now pay SI more each • 
month for garbage services com- 
pared to neighbors in Paul, 
Heyburfi and Burley. In those 
cities, automated systems or pri- 
vate companies such as PSI 
Waste Systems manage their 
trash. 

"We may be paying slightly 
more now than the other cities, 
bur it doesn’t bother me,” said 
Karan Gibson, who lias lived in 
Rupert for more than 20 years. 
"Tlie comfort of knowing they’re 
going to take care of my trash is 
wortli it.” 

Gibson said large grapevines 
growing onlier backyard fence 
prevent her from seeing whether 
animals, wind or dther.factors 
have lipped her trilsh over. Yet 
with the current trash-collccting 
system, she doesn’t worry.

Sherman Robinson, depart-

Porincliok, 47, was admitted 
Monday to have surgery to 
remove tumors in liis intestines.

Cook and a group of other 
church memben took a grisly tour 
of the damage. Computers in 
offices were smashed and pulled

“As a rcinilt of this kind of mechaniaidon 
m oitf ^nking, ive’ve lost an appreciation 
for the mysterious fa«ors that miig people 
together and force them apart," Moore 
observes. “In the face of difficulties that 
have profound roots, we bring to relationship 

a fofic attitude, assuming that all failures 

• - need to be conrected. Wlien our focus is on 

the surfaces of life, we seek out mechanical 
causes and solutions to problems, but if our 
attention were on the soul, we would explore 
instead its dreams and fantasies, its own 
' unpredictable intentions.’' 

And, if wo were concerned about the soul, 
we would look beyond why somcdiing has 
happened in a relationship to wonder about 
the soul’s own purpoMts. 

For example: “What is happening in my 
^ tvhen.l fall madly in love?y .“What is 
— -this toning inmy souf for deeper love?" Or, — 
“^Vhat am I made of that my heart moves jn 
directions different from my intentions?" 

“Ihc soul is a wide, spacious area in whidi 
fate plays a great role, and in which family, 
soaety, and history — personal and cultural 
— arc major mfluenccs,” Moore points out. 
Much of this material is beyond an individ- 
ual’s po\ver to either invent or to control As 
the Greek mystical philosopher Heraclitus 
taught, The soul is its own source of unfold- 
ing.’ 

“It lias its o\vn reaso^ which may be only 
dimly apparent to oonsdousness." 

^us, “If we want to see soul in a relation- 
ship, ive have to look beyond bur intentions 
and expcaations.’’ 

In part, we must look to soul’s own largely 
uncoasdous needs and hunger for intimacy, 
wliich often, play a role in conflicted or end- 
ing relationships. 

In reality, trouble in relationships may 
lead to substantial “soul growth," Moore 
says. “When we look at the soul of relation- 
ship, we may find positive value in failures, 
endings, complexities, doubts, distancing, 
tlie desire for separation and freedom, and 
other troubling aspects. We can see these as 
initiatory opportunities rather than simply as 
threats." 

• Indeed, such troubles, when addressed, 
may be "a challenging initiation into intima- 
cy.” 

Even in instances of pain and failure, 
r- Moore emphasizes, -Wc-can begin to view 
these elements as important in the soul’s 
deepening and sophistication, and as a paih- 
tvay to a possible new and higher level of 
involvement in relationships. 

We may not “become so discouraged as 
wc.make our way through our emotional 
dilemmas. Instead, we may live througli the 
mystery of endings, crises, and turning 
poinK in love, marriage, friendship, and fam- 
ily, and submit to the life that is always ger- 
minating in them.” 

The resulting lifelcssons absorbed by the 
soul, and the soul’s resultant growth, germi- 
nate ivithin the context of extended tim e , 

• “Ratlier than come up tvith new under- 
standing and new and irnproved ways of 
doing things, the soul prefers to get.tvhat it 
can gradually. ... hisigiit and change blossom 
from the soul like h flower coming into 
bloom after a long period of incubation." 

Thus the soul does not progress in a 
straight line. Rather, the soul’s fertility is 
slow and organic. The soul may need time

sor of environmental history at Boise 
State University. 

And even though tuberculosis is one 
of history’s most prolific killers, a con- • 
stant threat as recently as 50 years ago. 

“I can go into a classroom and people 
have never heard of it.” 

That kind of public indifference 
contributed to a resurgence of TB.

Doctors still unsure whether fetuses feel pain

Prick a premature infant at 25 
weeks' gestadon — born 13 weeks 
prcmacurc— and he flinches, twists 
Ills face, knots his brow and cries. 
Ihe diiid seems distressed But is it 
a ba.sic reflex that distorts the face 
and triggers the wad, or has the pre- 
mature infant’s brain developed suf- 
fidendy to sense pain? 

Tile question of whechera fetus 
can feel pain during its abortion 
has come to the forefront during 
recent debate over a bill, vetoed 
by President Clinton in ApriL-to 
ban a form of latc-tcrm abortion. 
■Ilie House last week ovsirode the 
veto and the Senate is to take up 
the matter tliis week, althou^ an 
override there js not expeaed. In 
the relath’cly rare procedure, 
generally performed in the third 
trimester, the fetus is partially 
delivered Uirou^i the birth canal 
before being killed. 

Scientists outside the political 
debate admit that they do not 
know whether a fetus feels p-iin 
-But llicre is disagreement among 
researchers, who are still trying 
to figure out the actual stages of 
brain development. 

“VVIiile there is reflex activltj' as ■ ■ 
early as die tliird month of preg- ' 
naniy, iliere is no data tli.ii there 
is pain perception until tlic late

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second trimester, around the 23iii 
week," said Dr. Mark I. Evans, 
professor and rice chair of obstet- 
rics and gynecology at Wayne 
State University in Deiroit.i”Pain 
is a higher order tirain function.” 
The normal gestation is around 
266 ^ys, or 38 weeks. A fetus can 
sumve outside the womb at 2-t 
weeks. By 20 sveeks. researchers 
say, sensory nen-e endings have 
been laid down throughout tiie 
sldn, but it takes at least another 
month or more before die circuits 
link up to the still-developing 
brain conex and the ureas that 
regulate pain sensation.

Scientific evidence is accumu- 
lating tliat the developing fetus.

Dr. -'Valerie Parisi, chairwoman 
of obstetrics and gynecology at 
Univeristy Medical Center at 
Stony Brook, said fetuses around 
20 weeks’ gestation re.spond to a 
needle entering the womb by try- 
ing to grab for it, even though 
they don’t yet see. 

Barbara Kisilevsky, a develop- 


mental psychologist at Queen’s- 
University in Kingston, Ontario, 
who studies pain perception in 
prcemie.s, recently completed an 
e.xperiment on preemies between 
27 and 36 weeks old. She and her 
colleagues wanted to know 
whether babies recover faster 
after, a needle stick if tbey are 
swaddled in a diaper. After iiav- . 
ing their blood taken, half tiie 
babies were wrapped. Tiie dia- 
per-wrapped babies took tiiree 
minutes to recover, compared 
with seven to 10 minutes for the 
non-wrapped babies. - '

Parents preparing to take 
their children to the doctor for 
routine vaccinations have more 
options, including a recently 
approved whooping-cough vac- 
cine for babies and new recom- 
mendations from experts on 
which youngsters should be 
immunized against various dis- 
eases. 

“There are several important 
developments in immunization 
for children," said Neal Halsey, 
professor of pediatrics at Johns 
Hopkins University Medical 
Institutions in Baltimore and 
chairman of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics’ 
Committee on Infectious 

Diseases. — - 

The new vaccine against 
whooping cough, the bacterial 
infection that is also known as 
pertussis, was approved by the 
Food and Drug Administration 
in July for use in infants less 
than a year old. 

Whooping cough is a highly 
contagious disease that afflict.s 

I . an estimated 50jniilion.people 

I worldwide and claims about 
-350,000Jives-annuaily. 

• The infection has been'ke'pt' ' 
in check in the United States 
with tho widespread use of per- 
tussis vaccinations, usually 
included in a series of combina- 
tion shots (DTP) that also pro- 
tects against diphtheria and 
tetanus. Cases in the United 
StateT'dropped from 160,000 in 
1947 to a total of 9,500 reported 
in 1994 and 1995, according to 

• the federal .Centers JoLDisease- 
Comrol and Prevention in 
Atlanta. 


Among the recent changes in 
childhood immunizations: 

• Chicken pox. Both the 
Academy of Pediatrics and the 
Advisory Committee on 
Immunization Practices 
(ACIP) recommend that all 
children be routinely immu- 
nized against chickenpox 
between 12 and 18 months of 
age. 

Because the vaccine was only 
approved in 1995, the groups 
also recommend that doctors 
immunize children 11 and older 
who have not yet had chicken- 
pox and have not been vaccirint- 
ed. 

“It’s important to be immu- 
nized by 11 to 12 years of age,” 
Halsey said, because chicken- 
pox can be more troublesome 
for older children, and childrcrr 
who get it after age 13 will need 
two doses. 

• Booster shots for teens. 
Only about half of American 
adolescents arc up-to-date on 
immunizations,' and the 
Academy of Pediatrics, the 
ACIP, tile American Academy 
of Family Physicians and the 
American Medical Association 
have teanied up to develop new- 
guidelines for teens. 

Timing of routine booster 
shots for tetanus and diph-. 
.theria has been switched 
from 14 to 16 years of age to” 
11 to 12 years. “We’re 
emphasising that very early 
adolescent immunization 
visit to make sure that chil- 


dren are caught up with pro- 
tection against tetanus, diph- 
theria and hepatitis B,” 
Halsey said. 

• Polio. About eight to 10 
children a year develop compli- 
cations from taking the live oral 
polio vaccine, which contains 
small amounts of the polio 
virus. For that reason, the ACIP 
has recommended giving two 
doses' of the inactivated or " 
killed virus vaccine prior to giv- 
ing one oral dose of live polio 
vaccine. 

The goal is to reduce or 
eliminate these vaccine-asso- 
ciated cases of polio. Official 
changes in recommendations 
from other organizations arc 


under review by the 
Americjin Academy of 
Pediatrics and won’t be final- 
ized until 1997. 

• Shots for flu and pneumo- 
nia. Flu shots were once largely 
reserved for adults. But experts 
now advise that children who 
have underlying diseases, such 
as sickle-cell anemia, chronic 

_puImonary-aiIracnts-(astlimo,--- 
aliergies e;c.), heart disease 
and compromised immune sys 
terns, get annual flu sFots 
before the influenza season 
strikes. Also available for this 
high-risk group are shots

We 
found this most often when resi- 
dents and other incompletely 
trained doctors, particularly those 
with large Medicaid practices, 
w-cre treating diildren.” 

Poole said that the subtleties of 
managing the otitis media-prone 
child can take years of experi- 
ence to leant. “It’s very difficult 
to distinguish between persistent 
disease due to treatment failure 
and recunent disease due to new 
organisms." L

lem. 

“He has allergies, so he 
always had a runny nose,” 
said his mother, Katherine.

again," 

Cutter’s pediatrician sug- 
gested taking him to an ear, 
nose and throat specialist to

The ENT recommended 
surgery, and the next day 
Cutter went to the hospital. 
Uhlhorn didn’t have a hard 
time preparing Cutter for 
the surgery because he was 
used to allergy tests and 
doctors. 

“I told him the surgery 
would make his cars feel bet- 
•ter, and he had a book called 
Curious George' Goes to the ' 
Hospital, so lie knew about 
hospitals. Everyone at the 
hospital was so nice and 
helpful, and he got to take 
lijs special bear into surgery 
with him." 

He arrived at G:30 a.tn. and 
was home by 10 a.m. 


“Once we were home,” 
Katherine said, “I could 
immediately see a differ- 
ence. He seemed to feel bet- 
ter. He had a little bit of dis- 
comfort ... bur he r^ly 
seemed much happier." 

Cutter, who is now 5, 
hasn't had any serious prob- 
lems since his surgery. 

Preparing a child'*for 
surgery is important, said Dr. 
Jerry Alperin. an ENT in 
Weslaco, Texas. 

“Try to reassure and com- 
fort the child," he said, “but 
don’t sugar-coat it. If you’re 
not honest your child will 
feel he can’t-tru.st you."

SAN FRANCISCO — Our 
obsession with pain relief — a 
movement that gave rise to pain 
clinics, a cascade of new med- 
ications and even patient-con- 
trolled morphine pumps is 

— being-replaccd-with-a-new-med*- 
, ical mantra: Know your pain. 

While doctors take seriously 
their obligation (o relieve suf- 
fering, they nre^’rcthinking" 
the role of pain and appropriate 
pain treatment. 

, Thi.s new rc.straim may mean 
con.sumers will receive fewer 
prescriptions, for ' strong 
painkillcr.s and more advice 
from doctors to go easy on over- 
the-counter pain medications, 
especially the more potent nons- 
teroidal anti-inflammatory 
drug.s (NSAIDS) that millions of 
Americans take daily for arthri- 
tis and muscular pain. 

"I'm sure there are very 
powerful and correct aspects 
I to (Americans' concern with 
I pain rclicp> but the pendulum 
is beginning to swing back,” 
•said Dr. James F. Fries, a 
Stanford University medical 
professor and expert in arthri- 
tis. Fries spoke at an American 
- Medical-Association forum' for • 
science writers here last 
Sunday. ■ 

“It’s a question of what we’re 
doing to ourselves. Is there a 
dark side to taking these med- 
ications? And is there a sunny 
side to the experience of pain?” 
The answer to both those 
questions is yes, Fries said. 

For example, the overuse of 
NSAIDS, such as the family of 
medications containing ibupro- 
fen, recently has led to an explo- 
sion in the number of bleeding 
ulcers, accounting for 10,000- 

20.000 deaths and 100,000- 

200.000 hospitalizations each 
year. Studies have revealed that 
about 25 percent of people who 
use NSAIDS for chronic pain 
relief develop ulcers. 

Many of these individuals 
unwittingly create more prob- 
lems by taking antacids to 
relieve the abdominal discom- 
fort associated with the use'of 



some pain medications. The 
antacids ease the stomach pain, 
but they “actually increase the 
risk of having a bleeding ulcer 
twofold. It’s this masking effect 
that, we believe, doubles the 
incidence of serious complica- 
tions," Fries said. 

"We-began-ro-roalize'this was 

not a trivial problem. It’s the 
most common, serious side 
effect due to a preoccupation 
with pain relief." 

One response to the epidemic 
in bleeding ulcers i.s the devel- 
opment of newer NSAIDS with 
le.ss toxicity. Another response 
is the emphasis on learning to 
tolerate pain in certain situa- 
tions, Fries said. 

For example, the new 
approach to treating lower 
back pain i.s to do nothing. The 
idea Is that lower biick paln-is • 
an injury similar to an ankle 
sprain and simply requires 
rest. 

“Pain tells us not to use an 
injured part," Fries said. “It 
helps you to prevent a re-injury. 
Someri/ne.s wo want to have a 
pain message around." 

Taking a pain medication for 
lower back pain may lead an 
individual to take on too much- •• 
physical activity and rc-injure 
the back, “resulting, down- 
stream, with a greater amount 
of pain." 

Similarly, rheumatoid arthri- 
tis used to be treated with pain 
medication and drugs to reduce 
the inflammation. Not anymore. 

• . “Now, one focuses attention 
on reducing the inflammatory 
load using drugs that provide 
virtually no pain relief ar 
all,” Fries said. These 
patients fare better in the 
long run. . 

“Think long term. Think out- 
come. Tliink lifetime pain — not 
necessarily making the patient 
feel better tomorrow," he said. 
“Let’s make sure we use safe 
• drugs and use the lowest doses 
possible. And let’s make sure it 
relieves pain.”

MILAN, Italy — The sun was 
shining Friday. The trees were 
lush and flecks of gold dotted the 
I'll*-* -sirgcis ui tiic city’s 
. fashiorublc hauUquc-district were 
filled with wirtdow shoppers idly 
chatteririg in English, Japanese 
and Italu'in about the seasort’s 
offerings hanging in the windoivs. 
Most of the browsers didn’t have 
packages; looking was satisfying 
_ and amusing enougli. 

A suspicious calm permeated 
the air. The fashion crowds 
seemed to be pushing ahd shoving 
a little bit less as they made their 
way into the runway shoivs. Teople 
wore even remembering what, a 
day ago, had been the lost art of 
politeness. They were mumbling 
an apology for a sharp heel that 
landed in tlie wrong place, a ciga- 
rette ash that fell on a j'acket or an 
elbow that accidentally caught 
someone in the eye. 

In his atelier, designer Cianni 
Versace was in such a good mood 
that he was offering a tea.se of the 
signature collection he will show 
I . Saturday evening. It sviU incorpo- 
rate fabrics that resulted from his 
collaboration with a host of 
American artists such as Jim Dine. 
Dinc’s work also will grace the 
cover of the show's program notes. 

One was tempted to think that 
fashion had suddenly become an 
easygoing, uncompetitive indus- 
try. 


Do not be fooled. 

For on the runway Friday, top 
designers showed clothes for 
spring that offered women two 
very different wavs of dk pinvinp 
their wealth and prestige. Neither 
- option-was p.irricularly subtle. Jil 
Sander’s collection was for ladies 
who like to signal their wealth by 
wearing starkly cut clothes that 
have a rather eccentric fit and not 
much personality. It’s that old- 
money method of hinting at the 
health of one's stock portfolio: 
“I'ni so wealthy I don't' have to 
show it." 

Gianfranco Ferre's spring line 
was for the woman of means who 
doesn't mind occasionally wearing 
her net worth on her back. It was 
the decadent ‘80s revisited, a time 
when people wore rhinestone pins 
in the shape of dollar signs and no 
one thought that ivas tacky. 

Sander started the day tvith an 
early-morning shoiving of her min- 
imalist design tradition. Her fiat- 
from trousers were business gray 
and black; ' 

Her coats hung loosely from the 
body and closed with a .simple 
leather belt. Harely was a button “ 
seen. If there was a flourish it was 
in the drape of the fabric or in a 
sudden burst of color that broke 
the litany of neutrals. 

A knee-length skirt that 
wrapped around the body was 
more than a simple sivath of fab- 
ric, thanks to a crisp fold at the 
waist. A long, rose-colored T-shirt

J. Crew, Agnes D, or some other 
mid-priced line. It’s only upon 
touching the fabric or taking a 
close look at the tailoring — per- 
fect inside and out — that one 
renlizes these are Iti.'curioiis 
clothes. 

There’s nothing wrong with that 
sort of simplicity, of course. But 
Sander has become such a reduc- 
tionist that she has eliminated the 
excitement and fun in her clothes, 
It would be nice if understated 
didn't also mean bland and 
depressing. 

In contrast to the starkness of 
the Sander runway, Ferro’s cat- 
walk wa.s a celebration of opu- 
lence. 

Everything was big, He chose 
models who were particularly tall. 
Then he outfitted them in heels so 
monstrously high one worried that 
the lowering amazons might bump 
their perfect little noggins on the 
lights oye/head. .

Ferre .started designing and just 
couldn’t stop. His collection 
included everything that a rich 
client might want: slim pants, 
flowing du.sters, swimsuits, jet 
beaded bodysuits, silk evening 
cont.s, flowing chiffon tunics and 
matching trousers, starched white 
jackets, embroidered shirts, raw 
silk luncheon .suits. And it all 
looked rich, rich, rich. 

There nl.so were dramatic jersey 
evening dresses. It scums to have 
become mandatory for designers 
to offer peekaboo gowns that are 
mode.st in front but open up to 
reveal plenty of skin in back. 
Ferre’s gowns had a very low-cut 
back with a sparkling T-shnped 
contraption that encircled the 
waist and then hung doivn like a 
tail to cover up the immodest por- 
tion of a woman’s derriere. These 
dresses probably would cause a 
riot at a State Department dinner - 
but would be just rigiit for Oscar 
night. 

Ferre even had jeans, Models 
paraded out in navy and pink 
selections from his new line. And 
as in the advertisements from 
Calvin Klein, the king of designer 
jeans, the models wore nothing on 
top except for a pair of strategical- 
ly placed hands.
